to every one interested in mill work; therefore, 
Resolved, that it is expedient for the Frank- 
lin Institute to undertake a series of experiments, 
for the purposes set forth in the above preamble, 
provided sufficient funds can be obtained for the 
purpose. : 

Kesolved, that a committee of inquiry be ap- 
pm with instructions to apply to the Se- 

and Common Councils of Philadelphia, for 
the use of part of the city Water Worka, and 
water from the dam at Fair Mouat, for the pur- 
pose of prosecuting such experiments.

Extract of a letter from a respectable citizen 
of North Carolina:—* Allow me to add that 
the mineral wealth of our State is just beginning 
to be developed. Great quantities are daily 
found in Burke, in the alluvial deposit; and re- 
cently, very rich veins have been struck upon in 
this, (Rowan) county. In Wilkes, Rutherford, 
and Surry, it has lately been discovered in such 
quantities, as to warrant the erection of machi- 
nery. We are going on with machinery in this, 
Cabarrus, and Davidson counties. In Mecklen- 
burg, machinery is very extensively in Operation, 
driven by steam, water, and horse power. The 
water power is preferable, where it can be had 
conveniently; and steam next. Horse machines 
are put in operation with the least expense at 
the first instance; but attending expense after- 
wards is greater than either steam or water, in 
consequence of its either breaking down or kill- 
ing the poor animals so soon. Some use pound- 
ers, others stone grinders, similar to mill stones, 
the latter are preferable; but a Mr. Folger, who 
has been engaged in the South American mines, 
has a pa ent for using them, and asks $500 for 
a single right: this deters many from using them 
—and induces the adoption of divers contrivan- 
ces for pulverizing the ore. Where the stones 
are used, ore is considered worth working when 
it yields 1 dwt. per bushel; but in many instan- 
cee ore has yielded 75 dwts. to the bushel: this 
is, however, considered very rich; for 2 run of 
stones, with four or six old blind horses, 
grind 50 to 75 bushels per day. There is a good 
deal of excitement on the subject. Every 
owner of land is in good heart, and holds his 
hitherto sterile acres, which were not consi
